Sh/omen’s Health and Abortion 

Access to abortion has recently been proposed as a "women's healthcare issue." 
The recent HHS legislation uses this kind of language, as do others in the media or 
political circles. At the same time, the scientific community acknowledges that 
human life begins at conception. "Every modern embryology textbook states that 
once fertilization has occurred, a new human life exists, a separate and distinct 
individual, which its own unique DNA" (p. 38, Women , Sex , and the Church). 
Nevertheless, the demand for legal access to abortion continues with the claim that 
women's well-being depends on it. 

Some pro-choice Catholic politicians have said, "As a Catholic, I believe that life 
begins at conception, but as an American, I cannot impose my religion on others." 
But, the child's right to life is a human right, not merely a religious tenet. Currently 37 
states have enforceable fetal homicide laws that address unborn children killed by 
violent acts committed against pregnant women. Of these, 25 states have legal 
protection from conception. Thus, despite a seeming disregard by some to recognize 
the child in the womb as a person with human rights, this right has been recognized 
by a majority of states. 

As a Church, we call attention to both persons involved - mother and child. We 
are not "pro child" in a way that disregards women. Rather, being anti-abortion is a 
"pro woman" stance, both for the daughter in the womb and for the mother. 
Research support this, as Erica Bachiochi points out in the statistics cited below (cf. 
p. 46, Women)'. 

• Among women who described their pregnancy as ' unintended ,' those who aborted 
were 30% more likely to subsequently report general anxiety disorder compared 
with those who carried the child to term. 

• 42% of women who had abortions experienced major depression , or 2x the rate of 
women who had never been pregnant and 35% higher than women who carried their 
child to birth. 

• Women who aborted showed 5x the rate of alcohol and drug abuse compared with 
those who carried their pregnancies to term. 

• The risk from death to suicide is two to six times higher for women who have had 
abortions when compared with their counterparts who went to term. 

Some pro-choice advocates claim that abortion is safer than childbirth. 

However, a study was published in 2012 by David Reardon and Priscilla Coleman 
from Denmark who looked at the records of 463,473 women who had their first 
pregnancy (1980 - 2004), of whom 2,238 died. "In nearly all time periods examined, 
mortality rates associated with miscarriage or abortion of a first pregnancy were 
higher than those associated with birth." The summary of the study is in Medical 
Science Monitor (see ZENIT, Sept. 21). Thus, the evidence shows that abortion 
contributes to a higher death rate for women. 

Finally, my personal experience in dealing with women who have had an abortion is 
that they come to us seeking healing - emotional, psychological and spiritual. Let us 
continue to pray for them and for our nation as we seek the good of all - women, 
men and children.
